Perhaps these vyriters and di-

answer. But at least their refusal 
in understandable. 


A defendant in a court of 
law 


'may refuse to answer more serious 
questions than one regarding hit 
political affiliations on the grounds 
that he might incriminate himself 
His refusal does not put him in 


'.empt of court. Furthermore, 
is permitted through cotinse! 


to challenge jurors, call witnes- 
ses, cross-examine his 
accusers 


and otherwise protect himself un- 
der the rules of juridical proced 
ure.

The Doctor 
Says:

Coronary thrombosis, a disease of 


the heart, is responsible for many 
sudden and unexpected deaths. 


Many people seem to be con- 


fused about this disease. 
With- 


out going into technical details, 
it can be described as a clot which 
closes up one of the branches 
of 


the arteries 
which supply blood 


to the muscles of the heart. 


Like 
every'other muscle, 
the 


heart muscle must receive blood in 
order 
to function. 
Consequently, 


when this supply of blood is cut 
of 
by a clot or closure 
of 
the 


artery, a certain part of the muscle 
is deprived of life-giving 
blood 


and, 
therefore, the heart muscle 


cannot keep contracting as it must 
to maintain life. 


Location Important 
The severity of an attack 
de- 


pends on where the clot is located, 
and whether a large or small part 
of the heart muscle is deprived of 
blood. 


It takes a long time for good 


recovery of the heart muscle. If 
the injury was not too great and 
enough time is allowed, a type of 
scar forms at 
the injured area. 


For 
this reason, complete 
and 


lengthy rest in bed is extremely 
important. 


In spite of the serious nature 


of this condition, many 
recover 


from an attack of coronary throm- 
bosis with practically no ill effects 
and can and do lead relatively 
normal lives for 
a great many 
years. 


Most of these people who make 


good 
recoveries have been good 
patients. 
They have 
taken 
the 


lengthy rest period and have ad- 
justed 
themselves 
to a slower, 


more restful form 
of 
life 
and 


activity than they were probably 
used to before. 


The cause or causes of coronary 


thrombosis are not all understood. 
Now that so 
many more people 
are 
living to ages at which the 


condition is 
common, it 
is par- 


ticularly important 
to carry out 


research which 
will lead to its 
eventual conquest. 


QUESTION: What causes exces- 


sive sweating at night? . Is 
this 


condition dangerous? 


ANSWER: Excessive sweating at 


night can be a symptom of a ser- 
ious disease, such as tuberculosis 
But it may be merely a nervous 
condition. If it occurs only occas- 
sionally, it is probably not danger- 
ous.

A fire protection expert said today 
there's nothing wrong 
with

White House that a lot of fire- 
proofing won't fix. 


A. C. Hudson of 
Portsmouth, 
N. H., a member of the National 
Fn-e Protection Association, said 
he wouldn't exactly call the presi- 
dent's home a "firetr'ap." There 
are so many guards around that 
a fire probably would be spotted 
without too much delay, he ex- 
plained. 


But still and all, he said, there 


are plenty of fire hazards in the 
executive mansion and it will take 
a "substantial" amount of money 
to fix it up. 


-Hudson headed a committee of 
experts from the Fire Protection 
Association who gave the lower re- 
gions of the White House a once- 
over yesterday. 


They were asked for an "objec- 
tive" opinion on the matter 
by 


Chairman Styles Bridges, R., N.H., 
of (he Senate Appropriations com- 
mittee. Public Buildings Commis- 
sioner W. E. Reynolds, who calls 
the White House the "worst fire- 
trap in the country," has asked 
the committee for $50,000 to make 
it safe for presidents.
